jCinnual  Report  for  1910.

Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  place  before  you  my  Annual  Report  for  1910. 

The  area  of  the  District  is  90,413  acres ; estimated  popula- 
tion, 5,050;  number  of  inhabited  houses,  1,098. 

The  Birth-rate  is  slightly  lower  than  last  year — 21-5  ; the 
Death-rate  is  slightly  higher  than  last  year — 15‘6. 

Zymotic  Diseases  have  been  very  prevalent  during  the  year, 
pai'ticularly  Measles  and  Scarlet  Fever,  the  former  not  being  a notifi- 
able disease  the  causes  of  infection  are  not  traced  ; the  latter  has 
been  very  common  in  every  County  of  England  and  Wales  during 
the  last  six  months,  and,  as  regards  the  cases  occurring  in  the  dis- 
trict, the  origin  of  the  disease  in  most  cases  has  been  obscure,  in 
most  of  the  cases  the  infection  has  probably  been  carried  from  some 
outside  source. 

Sanitary  Work. — Many  improvements  have  been  carried  out 
in  the  district  during  the  year,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Sanitary 
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Inspector,  Mr.  Bi’itton- Jones  : probably  the  most  far-reaching  be- 
ing the  extension  of  the  out-fall  sewer  at  Seascale,  this  will  remove 
all  possible  contamination  of  the  bathing  beach ; a system  of  auto- 
matic flushing  tanks  has  been  built  upon  the  sewers,  and  the  latest 
system  of  ventilation,  by  means  of  Webb’s  Lamps,  has  been  adopt- 
ed, thus  doing  away  entirely  with  the  objectionable  open  grids,  with 
the  result  that  the  drainage  system  of  Seascale  is  as  completely  up- 
to-date  as  possible. 

Water  Supply. — The  district  is  well  supplied,  and  the  supply 
has  been  satisfactory  during  the  year ; the  main  has  been  laid  to 
Irton,  which  has  been  of  benefit  to  the  parish  and  school. 

The  Factories  and  Worshops  Act. — Inspections  are  carried 
out  during  the  ordinary  routine  of  work,  and  the  premises  on  the 
register  have  been  found  satisfactory. 

Schools. — Have  all  been  inspected  at  intervals,  and  in  the 
following  cases  improvements  have  been  carried  out : — 

Drigg. — Entirely  new  sanitary  conveniences  and  cloak  rooms 
have  been  erected. 

Thwaites. — The  drainage  has  been  renewed,  and  playground 
repaired. 

Bootle. — Capt.  Shaw’s  & Hycemoor  Schools  : Plans  have  been 
approved  by  your  Council  for  New  Sanitary  Conveniences. 

The  Joint  Hospital  for  Infectious  Diseases  at  Millom  has 
been  very  useful  to  the  district  this  year,  as  in  cases  of  zymotic 
disease  it  is  always  difficult  and  often  impossible  to  get  satisfactory 
isolation,  and  I have  very  little  doubt  that  if  the  majority  of  these 
cases  had  not  been  removed  to  Hospital  at  the  earliest  possible 
moment,  the  spread  of  infectious  disease  would  have  been  much 
greater.  Your  Sanitary  Inspector  has  had  a great  deal  of  work  in 
connection  with  the  disinfection  of  tbe  infected  premises,  and  I 
would  like  to  suggest  to  your  Council  that  where  these  cases  occur 
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in  remote  districts  devoid  of  railways,  he  should  he  allowed  reason- 
able travelling  expenses  when  engaged  on  this  work,  otherwise  the 
work  is  of  an  arduous  character,  and  involves  long  absences,  when 
perhaps  other  work  claims  his  attention. 

I have  filled  up  the  Statistical  Tables  required  by  the  Local 
Government  Board  for  your  perusal,  with  the  exception  of  Table  2 
dealing  with  separate  localities ; in  this  district,  the  population  of 
some  of  the  separate  localities  is  so  small  that,  in  my  opinion, 
statistics  based  on  these  figures  can  have  no  practical  value.
